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University  of  Toronto  Senate: 

Summary  of  Minutes,  Jan.  12, 1968 


(1)  The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  De- 
cember 8,  1967  were  approved. 

(2)  The  Senate  received  a Final  Report 
on  Enrolment  (1967-68)  from  the  Director 
of  Statistics  and  Records. 

(3)  The  Senate  approved  a report  from 
the  School  of  Graduate  Studies  on  Ontario 
Graduate  Fellowships,  1967-68,  and  a Re- 
port on  School  of  Graduate  Studies  Awards, 
1967-68. 

(4)  The  Senate  approved  a report  of  the 
Committee  on  Applications  and  Memorials, 
recommending  denial  of  a petition  from  a 
student  against  a decision  from  the  Faculty 
of  Dentistry,  and  recommending  support  of 
a decision  of  the  Council  of  the  School  of 
Nursing  denying  the  petition  of  one  of  its 
students. 

(5)  The  Senate  approved  a report  of  the 
Committee  on  Ceremonials  concerning  the 
proposed  schedule  for  the  1968  Spring 
Convocation.  The  schedule  includes  eleven 
convocations  beginning  May  24  and  ending 
on  June  10. 

(6)  The  Senate  gave  second  reading  to 
the  following  statutes: 

( a ) Statute  changing  the  name  of  Gradu- 
ate Department  of  Classics  to  the 
Graduate  Department  of  Classical 
Studies. 

(b)  Statute  amending  the  composition  of 


the  Senate  to  include  ex-officio  mem- 
bership of  the  Vice-President  ( Research 
Administration ) and  to  make  minor 
changes  in  graduate  representation. 
(The  Senate  was  informed  of  the 
opinion  of  the  University  solicitor  con- 
cerning the  proposal  to  provide  for 
student  representation  on  the  Senate. 
The  proposal  was  referred  back  to  the 
Executive  Committee  for  a study  of 
the  legal  problems  involved.) 

( c )  Statute  respecting  amendments  to 
the  Consolidated  Statutes  of  the  Senate 
to  empower  the  Executive  Committee 
to  approve  changes  in  courses  of  study 
on  behalf  of  the  Senate  and  to  permit 
a Senate  statute  to  be  passed  at  the 
same  meeting  at  which  it  was  intro- 
duced, provided  that  details  of  the 
proposal  had  been  circulated  to  mem- 
bers with  the  notice  of  meeting. 

(7)  The  Chairman  read  to  the  Senate  a 
resolution  submitted  by  the  Students’  Ad- 
ministrative Council  recommending  defer- 
ment of  student  representation  on  the 
Senate.  The  Chairman  also  presented  a re- 
quest of  the  Council’s  President  to  address 
the  Senate  concerning  this  matter.  The 
Senate  agreed  to  invite  the  President  of  the 
Students’  Administrative  Council  to  speak 
at  its  next  meeting,  February  9,  1968. 


The  President’s  Council 


At  the  President’s  Council  meeting  on 
January  8,  1968,  there  was  a discussion  of 
the  involvement  of  members  of  the  teaching 
staff  in  activities  outside  the  University.  A 
question  had  been  previously  asked  whether 
any  mechanism  existed  to  ensure  that  indi- 
vidual staff  members  did  not  permit  them- 
selves to  become  involved  in  outside 
activities  to  an  extent  that  would  preclude 
their  giving  adequate  time  and  attention  to 
their  students.  Council  members  had  re- 
ceived copies  of  the  report  of  the  Presi- 
dential Committee  on  External  Involvement 
(March,  1965),  which  begins  as  follows: 
The  problem  of  the  expert  whose  advice 
is  needed  in  the  external  world  is  in- 
creasingly complicating  for  universities 


everywhere.  On  the  other  hand,  such 
involvement  is  important,  even  essential, 
to  the  academic  professional;  not,  at  its 
best,  for  financial  reasons  but  for  the 
stimulation  of  research.  At  its  worst  it 
can  be  a diversion  of  a man’s  time  from 
his  responsibilities  for  reasons  of  self- 
interest.  Thus  the  university  must  pro- 
tect its  students  and  academic  life  by 
requiring  consultation  between  a staff 
member  and  his  Departmental  Chairman 
or  Dean  before  involvement;  not  primarily 
on  financial  grounds  but  on  the  basis  of 
time. 

Council  members  were  satisfied  that  this 
constitutes  a sufficient  mechanism.  It  was 
felt  that  with  increasing  numbers  of  staff 
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and  more  frequent  changes  in  chairman- 
ships, a periodic  reminder  of  this  obligation 
of  prior  consultation  would  be  useful. 

Professor  Kenneth  McNeill  and  Mr.  Sword 
reported  to  the  Council  on  the  December 
meeting  of  the  Committee  of  Presidents  of 
Universities  of  Ontario. 

The  subject  of  staff  housing  was  discussed 
at  length.  There  was  a suggestion  that  a 
larger  loan  (up  to  $10,000  instead  of 
$8,500 ) and  a longer  repayment  period  ( 10 
years  instead  of  5 years)  should  be  made 
available  to  members  of  staff  to  assist  in  the 
purchase  of  a house,  but  it  was  recognized 
that  even  with  this  assistance,  the  present 
extraordinary  inflation  in  the  price  of  housing 
means  that  the  purchase  of  a house  will 
still  entail  hardship  for  all  except  those 
with  the  highest  income.  On  the  other  hand 
it  is  difficult  for  the  University  to  do  more 
unless  it  were  decided  to  subsidize  staff 
housing  by  making  loans  at  less  than  com- 
mercial rates.  This  would  help  some  people 
and  not  others,  and  would  be  difficult  to 
defend  when  the  subsidization  of  student 
housing  is  not  permitted.  Another  sugges- 
tion was  that  the  University  should  develop 
apartment  housing  for  this  purpose,  if  capi- 
tal funds  could  be  found.  Members  were 
told  that  the  experience  of  public  housing 
agencies  with  the  buying  of  older  houses 
has  been  that  the  cost  of  necessary  renova- 
tions is  generally  uneconomic  compared 
with  new  construction.  The  Council  empha- 
sized the  extreme  urgency  of  the  housing 
problem  in  relation  to  the  recruiting  and 
retention  of  staff,  and  agreed  to  refer  it  to 
the  Co-ordinating  Committee  on  Housing. 

The  Council  had  decided  earlier  to  have 
an  informal  discussion  of  the  Report  on 
Undergraduate  Instruction  in  Arts  and 
Science  (the  Macpherson  Report),  but  to 
make  no  recommendations,  so  as  not  to 
prejudice  consideration  of  the  Report  in  the 
Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science  and  elsewhere. 
Discussions  are  in  progress  in  the  Arts  and 
Science  departments,  and  the  Dean  expects 
to  receive  their  reports  this  month  and  to 
summarize  them  for  consideration  by  the 
Undergraduate  Studies  Committee  in  Feb- 
ruary. 

The  thrust  of  the  recommendations  in 
Chapter  II  (Teaching  and  Learning)  is  to- 
wards fewer  lectures  and  laboratory  classes 
and  more  tutorial  instruction;  this  seems  to 
be  generally  accepted  as  the  right  direction 
in  which  to  move,  though  there  is  some 
doubt  whether  lectures  can  be  reduced  to 


the  full  extent  recommended.  It  was  said 
that  the  numbers  of  full-time  staff  were 
totally  inadequate  to  carry  all  first-year 
tutorials  as  recommended  in  the  Report,  and 
that  even  if  it  were  possible  to  obtain 
enough  full-time  staff  members  we  would 
not  have  space  for  them.  A possible  half- 
way solution  would  be  to  make  extensive 
use  of  postdoctoral  fellows  in  the  sciences 
and  mathematics  and  of  senior  graduate 
students  who  have  completed  their  course 
work  in  the  humanities  and  social  sciences, 
under  the  supervision  of  senior  members  of 
staff. 

Widespread  enthusiasm  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  greater  flexibility  into  the  structure 
of  degree  programs  (Chapter  III)  was  re- 
ported, although  a dissenting  opinion  was 
expressed  to  the  effect  that  the  explosive 
expansion  of  knowledge  makes  specialization 
inevitable  and  essential  and  that  this  Uni- 
versity’s greatest  contribution  is  in  the  edu- 
cation of  specialists,  who  should  not  at  any 
stage  be  held  back  to  the  pace  of  students 
less  keenly  interested  in  the  subject. 

The  recommendations  for  Generalist  and 
Specialist  courses  were  said  to  be  warmly 
supported  in  the  Federated  Colleges,  also 
the  participation  of  students  in  course  com- 
mittees and  appraisals  and  the  systematic 
assistance  of  young  teachers.  But  the  new 
role  proposed  for  the  Colleges  ( Chapter 
IV)  was  said  to  be  based  on  a concept  of 
a college  as  an  administrative  teaching  unit, 
whereas  the  Colleges  think  of  themselves  as 
academic  communities.  They  are  concerned 
lest  a concentration  of  their  emphasis  on 
teaching  at  the  first  year  level  might  involve 
the  effective  dismemberment  of  their  com- 
munity, and  they  fear  that  they  would  lose 
the  allegiance  of  their  staff  if  the  latter 
became  members  of  University  departments. 
The  loss  of  direct  federal  grants  has  brought 
a feeling  of  financial  insecurity  to  the  Col- 
leges, and  they  now  feel  that  financial 
considerations  might  be  used  to  force  them 
into  acquiescence  in  a new  version  of 
federation. 

The  financial  implications  of  the  entire 
Report  were  variously  estimated,  and  it  was 
pointed  out  that  under  formula  financing 
any  increase  in  the  cost  of  undergraduate 
instruction  involves  a sacrifice  in  some  other 
aspect  of  the  University’s  operation.  There 
was  a wide  range  of  opinion  on  this  point. 
On  the  one  hand,  it  was  said  that  the 
economy  cannot  support  an  increase  in  the 
teaching  force  relative  to  student  numbers, 
or  even  maintain  the  present  strength;  that 
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we  should  be  looking  for  devices  to  im- 
prove the  effectiveness  of  teaching  without 
adding  to  the  numbers  of  teachers;  that  it 
was  unrealistic  to  expect  the  degree  of  per- 
sonal attention  to  students  which  the  Report 
recommends;  and  that  we  would  be  unable 
to  retain  a good  staff  if  there  were  any 
lessening  of  the  emphasis  on  graduate  studies 
and  research.  On  the  other  hand  it  was 
claimed  that  graduate  work  and  research 
have  enjoyed  undue  recognition  and  pres- 
tige compared  with  undergraduate  teaching, 
and  that  the  latter  should  be  rehabilitated 
by  suitable  recognition  and  improved  by 
systematic  instruction  in  educational  prin- 
ciples. It  was  said  that  in  the  undergraduate 


field  our  system  has  deteriorated  from  what 
it  was  ten  years  ago  and  that  an  affluent 
society  should  not  resign  itself  to  a pro- 
gressive erosion  of  the  quality  of  education; 
increased  costs  to  restore  quality  are  fully 
justified,  and  the  Report  is  flexible  enough 
to  be  implemented  gradually  over  a period 
of  time  so  that  the  costs  could  be  spread  out. 

The  question  was  raised  whether  the 
manifest  differences  between  the  humanities 
and  social  sciences  and  the  sciences— in  the 
relative  desirability  of  early  specialization, 
the  extent  of  the  emphasis  on  research,  etc. 
—did  not  make  it  desirable  to  explore  a 
division  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Science 
into  two  separate  faculties.

Medicine 

Dr.  J.  N.  Swanson  has  been  appointed 
assistant  professor  and  director  of  audio- 
visual services  in  the  Faculty  of  Medicine. 
Dr.  Swanson  was  born  in  Edinburgh,  Scot- 
land, and  gained  his  M.B.,  Ch.B.  there  in 
1942.  After  service  in  the  R.A.F.,  he  ob- 
tained his  M.D.  in  1947  and  was  elected 
F.R.C.P.  in  1958. 

After  two  years  at  Harvard  Medical 
School,  1949-51  he  joined  the  Toronto 
General  and  Sunnybrook  Hospitals  as  a 
Canadian  Arthritis  and  Rheumatism  Society 
fellow.  Later,  in  1961,  he  became  medical 
director  of  the  Society’s  Ontario  division. 
In  1964  he  was  appointed  director  of 
arthritic  service,  Orthopaedic  and  Arthritic 
Hospital,  Toronto.  He  became  well  known 
in  the  courts  for  his  ability  to  explain 
medical  problems  clearly.  He  has  been 
chairman  since  1966  of  the  special  commit- 
tee on  audio-visual  education  of  the  Cana- 
dian Medical  Association. 

Dr.  W.  Donald  Ross  has  been  appointed 
a professor  of  psychiatry  in  the  Faculty  of 
Medicine  with  effect  from  March  1 and 
will  also  assume  the  post  of  psychiatrist-in- 
chief  of  the  Toronto  General  Hospital.  With 
his  appointment,  psychiatry  becomes  a 
separate  department  in  the  hospital. 

Dr.  Ross,  who  was  born  in  Hamilton, 
Ont.  in  1913  is  professor  of  psychiatry  and 
assistant  professor  of  industrial  medicine  in 
the  University  of  Cincinnati.  He  gained  his 
M.D.  and  his  B.Sc.  (Med.)  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Manitoba  and  subsequently  studied 
in  the  Research  Institute  of  Endocrinology 
at  McGill  University,  the  Montreal  Neuro- 
logical Institute,  and  the  Institute  of  Psycho- 


analysis in  Chicago.  He  was  appointed 
assistant  professor  of  psychiatry,  U.  of 
Cincinnati,  1948,  professor  of  psychiatry, 
U.B.C.,  1953  and  associate  professor  of 
psychiatry,  1954. 

K.  N.  Jeejeebhoy  has  been  appointed 
assistant  professor  (Medicine).  He  has 
degrees  from  Madras,  London  and  Edin- 
burgh. Dr.  Jeejeebhoy  has  held  posts  with 
the  Christian  Medical  Hospital,  Vellore  and 
Lulhinna,  India;  West  Middlesex  Hospital, 
England;  Nair  Charitable  Hospital,  Bombay; 
and  for  the  past  two  years  he  has  been 
head  of  radiation  medicine  at  Bhabba 
Atomic  Research  Centre,  Bombay. 

Miss  R.  O.  F.  Bradshaw  has  been 
appointed  assistant  professor  and  head  of 
Physiotherapy  in  the  Division  of  Rehabilita- 
tion Medicine.  She  has  held  the  same  posts 
at  the  University  of  Alberta  for  the  past  five 
years.  Miss  Bradshaw  took  her  B.Sc  (P&OT) 
degree  at  McGill  University,  and  has  a 
teacher’s  certificate  from  Toronto.  She  is 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the 
Canadian  Physiotherapy  Association. 

Miss  I.  M.  Robinson  has  been  appointed 
assistant  professor  and  head  of  Occupational 
Therapy  (Rehabilitation  Medicine).  On  the 
staff  for  over  20  years,  Prof.  Robinson  has 
a B.A.  from  McMaster  and  graduated  here 
in  Occupational  Therapy.  She  has  held 
numerous  posts  with  the  Canadian  Associa- 
tion of  Occupational  Therapists,  and  is  an 
alternate  delegate  on  the  World  Federation 
of  Occupational  Therapists.

A Centennial  Medal  for  Peter  Scollick 
an  indispensable  man  behind  the  scene 


Peter  Scollick  is  the  keeper  of  Simcoe  and 
Convocation  Halls,  those  ageing  but  essen- 
tial structures  at  the  southwest  corner  of 
the  University’s  front  campus  which  have 
encircled  and  absorbed  a former  disparate 
accessory,  Examination  Hall.  This  all-pur- 
pose congeries  is  both  the  crossroads  and 
the  nerve  centre  of  University  affairs, 
whether  administrative,  academic,  financial, 
or  sociological.  It  accommodates  close  to 
two  hundred  administrative  types  from 
President  to  junior  office  helper;  it  is  the 
rendezvous  of  Board  of  Governors,  Senate, 
Convocations,  and  innumerable  committees; 
its  amenities  are  available  to  assemblies  of 
many  other  kinds.  It  is  Peter’s  life. 

As  generalissimo  of  a small  army  of 
sweepers,  cleaners,  polishers,  handymen  (and 
women)  who  keep  the  fabric  of  the  whole 
shebang  in  shape,  Scollick  has  his  hands 
full.  But  he  is  also  responsible  for  a long 
index  of  other  items  great  and  small  like 
control  of  heat  and  ventilation,  lights  and 
fuses,  and  for  the  final  inspection  of  arrange- 
ments in  accordance  with  the  changing 


needs  of  successive  conferences,  panels,  and 
committees.  He  must  know  who  people  are, 
and  how  to  meet  emergencies.  A man  who 
must  be  always  on  the  spot— or  near  it, 
Peter  has  recently  been  awarded  Canada’s 
red-ribboned  Centennial  Medal  in  recog- 
nition of  “valuable  service  to  the  nation”. 

He  has  been  around  for  a long  time.  He 
can  remember  when  Examination  Hall, 
dimly  lit  at  night  by  eighteen  500-watt 
bulbs,  was  a gaunt  barnlike  pile  rising  from 
a single  floor  to  the  ridge  of  its  glass  roof 
thirty  feet  above;  he  shared  the  general 
excitement  when  authority  made  a virtue 
of  necessity  by  incorporating  in  it  a stair- 
case and  an  upper  floor  against  the  space 
requirements  of  future  years.  He  recalls 
the  days  when  refreshments  were  prepared 
and  served  in  the  foyer  of  Convocation  Hall 
after  evening  gatherings;  when  the  P.A. 
system  was  a Stromberg  Carlson  cabinet 
which  stood  upon  the  dais;  and  when  the 
Royal  Canadian  Institute’s  picture  screen, 
suspended  from  a rope,  was  tethered  to  the 
seats  to  keep  it  taut.  From  times  that 
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antedated  our  submission  to  the  principles 
of  Parkinson’s  Law  he  remembers  when 
Simcoe  Hall  was  capable  of  housing,  along 
with  many  of  its  current  departmental 
tenants,  the  offices  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts, 
Graduate  Studies,  Extension,  the  Chief 
Accountant,  the  Superintendent,  Purchasing, 
the  University  Stores,  the  locksmith— and 
the  University  police.  In  forty  years  there 
have  been  changes. 

The  eldest  of  eight  children  of  an  Ayr- 
shire, Scotland,  coal  miner  who  lost  his  life 
in  a colliery  accident,  Peter  Scollick  came 
to  Canada  with  his  mother  and  his  younger 
brothers  and  sisters  in  1925.  He  was  19, 
husky,  and  looking  for  a job.  Anything,  so 
long  as  it  meant  wages.  He  was  first  a farm 
hand,  then  a lake  boat  deck  hand,  then 
baker’s  helper,  butcher,  beef  slugger  in  an 
abattoir.  Somewhere  along  the  line  he 
attracted  the  attention  of  Steve  Apted,  care- 
taker of  Simcoe  and  Convocation  Halls.  In 
1927  Apted  took  him  on  strength  as  junior 
cleaner  and,  on  the  side,  gave  him  the  P.A. 
system  to  play  with.  This  was  the  year  of 
the  University’s  own  Centennial,  a very 
busy  year,  jammed  with  conferences,  great 
occasions,  and  much  protocol— all  of  which 
was  grist  to  Peter’s  mill.  “It  was  one  way”, 
says  he  wryly,  “of  bringing  a new  man  into 
the  working  of  the  University,  but  it  was  the 
best  thing  that  could  have  happened  to  me.” 

In  1944  he  was  transferred  to  the  old 
S.P.S.  building,  while  still  informally  at- 
tached to  Convocation  Hall  for  functions 
there  and  as  the  P.A.  expert.  (Throughout 
the  war  he  was  a sergeant  with  the  Toronto 
Scottish  Regiment’s  depot  battalion.)  Eigh- 
teen months  later  he  was  back  again.  Apted’s 
successor,  Mrs.  Yates,  had  died:  the  Super- 
intendent did  not  hesitate.  “It’s  all  yours 
now,”  he  said  to  Peter. 

Briefly,  the  Scollicks  lived  in  the  five- 
room  suite  now  occupied  by  Information  at 


the  south  end  of  Simcoe’s  first  floor  up. 
(They  had  married  in  1931;  their  son  is 
now  a sales  instructor  with  Bell  Telephone. ) 
A move  to  45  St.  George  Street  in  1947 
brought  increased  responsibilities  and  en- 
larged the  Scollick  circle  of  importunate 
customers.  These  included,  at  one  time  or 
another,  the  Dean  of  Arts,  the  Dean  of  Law, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  the 
Alumni  Association,  the  Cancer  Society, 
F.R.O.S.,  a section  of  the  department  of 
psychology,  and  the  writer.  When  the  old 
house  was  demolished  to  make  way  for 
Forestry’s  removal  to  its  present  site,  the 
Scollicks  found  a refuge  in  East  York. 

Peter’s  hours  in  his  little  ground-floor 
office  are  from  7.10  a.m.  (by  choice)  to 
4.40  p.m.  (by  right)  plus  (from  habit) 
every  evening  fixture  that  entails  the  use 
of  Convocation  Hall.  ( Long  hours?  “I 
worked  in  the  coal  mine  for  five  years 
before  I came  to  Canada.  If  you  weren’t 
there  at  seven  in  the  morning  to  wind  coal, 
you  went  home  without  your  wages.”)  To- 
ronto had  a double-header  snowstorm  in 
mid- January.  By  chance  I looked  up  Peter 
in  his  office;  he  was  on  the  phone.  “No”, 
he  was  saying,  “the  University  is  closed 
today:  there  are  no  students  here.”  But 
Peter  was. 

“Peter  Scollick,”  says  the  Acting  President 
of  the  University  of  Toronto,  “exemplifies 
the  best  qualities  of  a true  and  faithful 
servant  of  the  University:  patience,  sensi- 
tivity, good  humour,  intelligence,  and  effec- 
tiveness. For  four  decades  he  has  brought 
comfort  and  assistance  to  the  denizens  and 
users  of  Simcoe,  Convocation  and  Examina- 
tion Halls,  tolerating  with  Scottish  forbear- 
ance the  eccentricities  of  Presidents  and 
others,  and  doing  battle  on  behalf  of  the 
maintenance  staff.  He  is  a man  of  parts.”
